Purification of the Virgin Mary in Hilary Term, in the 

thirtierh and thirty one Year of this King ; Robey: 

Green, Gerrald, Henry Berry, Lawrence Hill, Dominick K{#lly, 
and Philbert Vernate were Indited, for that they Feloniouſly and out of 
Malice forethought did make an Aſſault upon Sir Edmunad-bury Godfrey, 
and with a Linnen Handkerchief did Strangle the ſaid Sir Edmund-bury.

My Lord, and you Gentlemen of the Jury, This is an In- 
formation againſt Nathaniel Thompſon, William Pain and John Farwell, for 
Printing and Publiſhing ſeveral Scandalous Libels about the Death of 
Sir Edmandbury Godfrey; whereas we are ſatished that Greez, Berry and Hill 
were Indited, Tryed and found Guilty, and Executed for the Murder of 
the ſame perſon, upon the Tryal of ſame matter, l(everal Witneſſes 
were Examined, viz.

Cryer, Edward Fiſher, John Hazard, Mr. Culling, John Rawſon and his 
Wife, Witneſſes for Farewell. 

L. C. J. Hazard, begin, what ſay you Sir ? 

John Hazard, My Lord, It was early in the Morning about ſix a 
Clock, and happened the ſame day after Sir E. B. G. was found, Mr. 
Pain defired me to walk with him, and coming towards the White 
Houſe we underſtood Sir E. B. G. was found, I had known him full 
twenty Years before, and therefore knew him at firſt ſight, his Shoes

were clean, Bottom and Top, with Seeds ſticking ro them, as if he had 
been in a Hay-mow. | 

L. C.J. Where was he ? 

Hazard, Upon a Table when I ſaw him, Then Mr. Pais deſired me 
to go to the place where he had lain in the Ditch, and Mr. Pain con- 
ducted me to the place, where I ſaw ſeveral Gobbits of Blood by the 
Ditch fide. 

Cryer, William Batſon, ----Sworn. 

William Batſon, Mr. Farewell and I walked into the Fields in ths 
Morning. 

W:ll:ams, Did you invite Mr. Farewell to go thither ? 

Batſon, No. he deſired to walk. | 

Will-ams, Did he carry you to the W hite-Houſe before he went to the 
place where his Body lay ? 

B ſon, No. 

W lams, Did Farewell bring you to the place where the Body lay, 
when it was carried to the White. Houſe ? 

Batſon, Yes Sir, Farewell ſhewed me the place, and then conducted 
me to the Houſe. 

Countil, How came you to go to this place ? 

Batſon, The News was brought by a Fellow who was not believed, 
and by conſent « Porter was ſent out toinquirethe Truth, when the Porter 
returned, he ſaid the Body of Sir E. B. G. was found, and carried to 
the Whire-Houſe, we ran thither and were there quickly, and there was 
not above fix there beſide our ſelves. 

Counctl, Did Farewelt when he carried you to the Ditch, ſay that was 
the place ? 

Bitfon, Yes. 

Coincil, Did any Body ſhew you the place beſide Farewell. 

Batſon, Thad no acquaintance with any but him. 

Council, Did any ſhew you the place, but Farewell, I ſay ? 

Batſon, No Sir. | 

Counci/, Did he go direAly ? | 

Batſon, We went direly, we went the ſtraiteſt way to the place, 
and paſt over ſome Ditches. 

Council, Was any there beſide Mr. Farewell and you, at the time you 
went over Ditches, Did any direCt you ? : 

Batſon, No. 


Another Witneſs =calld and Sworn. 


Witneſs, My Lord, That Morning the Murder was diſcovered I went 
with two or three of my Neighbours to fee as others did, and when we 
came to the Whitre-Howſe I ſaw Sir E. B. G. lie on the Table, his face 
looked ſwarthy , and he ſeemed as though he had been Srranglcd , 
thence I walked to the Ditch, where they faid his Body had lain, hey 
ſpowed me Blood there, but whether his or no, I cannot Swear.

Anſer, 1 donot know whether it was a Froſt or no, it is ſolong ſince; 
it to me looked iike Blood that was laid there, rather then any thing 
clic. 

Another Witneſs, My Lord, I was Carpenter to my Lord------ and I 
was ſent for to the White. Houſe, and as I went to take Orders, I heard 
the Report that Sir Edmond was found, I went on to my deligned place, 
and when I came there, I ſaw Sir Edmond lie dead on the Table, I turn- 
ed his Coat up, I faw two wounds within an Inch and half of one ano- 
ther, the one went no further then the bone, and the other through his 
back, and they breught to m + the Sword which they ſaid, they had pulld 
out of his Body. There was an Order to get him —_ I pulPd off his 
Shoes, his Shoes were c/eax, I pull'd off three pair of Stockings, and a 
pair of Socks, I pulPd off his black Breeches and Drawers, We ſet him 
on his breech upon the Table, with his Leggs hanging down, unbuttaned 
his Coat and Walſtcoat pulPd them oft, but we could not bend his Arms 
when we came to his Shirt, ſo we tore it open. Upon his Back, there 
was ſome Blood, but upon his Flaxnel there was none. T have one thin 
more to lay, There was a place Black round about his Throat, which 
looked as if he had been Straxgled, and his Neck was weak and looſe, 
and had no ſtrength at all init, by which izs Evident he was Murdered, 

Farewell, The Blood is one of the Arguments which induced me to do 
what I have done : For as to the Circ/+ about the Throat it is no more 
then ſometimes attend Perſons in an Ordinary way, I was not preſent 
in the Court at the Tryal of the ſuppoſed Murderers, when it was ſtrong- 
ly pretended there was no Blood there, whereas Ple Swear there was 
near a hanaful of Blood (My Lord) and I will tell you who laid it there.
